ALIQUIPPA, Pa., Dec. 22.—(/P) 
A wall of rock and dirt 100 feet 
high, suddenly loosened by weath- 
er conditions, plunged onto a big 
yellow bus loaded with home- 
going war workers early tonight 
as it rounded a “deadman’s curve” 
a mile east of here, killing at least 
21 of the occupants. 

Chief of Police Trevor Jenkins 
said apparently only four of the 
approximately 30 passengers left 
the bus alive. One of the four died 
later. Most of the 20 bodies re- 
covered were identified, although 
many were badly mangled. 


Two huge boulders of solid rock 
smashed the bus like a paper box, 
after it had been pushed across 
the narrow highway against a 
steel guard rail. The rail prevent- 
ed the machine from tumbling 
down a 30-foot embankment upon 
railroad tracks, 

The bus left Aliquippa at 5:03 
p. m., en route to Pittsburgh, 19 
miles east of here.

The first-hand account of «@ 
strange odyssey, which began 
when an Atlanta Army flyer and 
his companions stepped from 
their plane to find themselves 
prisoners of French West African 
troops when compass trouble led 
them to the wrong landing field, 
was brought to light yesterday. 

Recorded in ciaries of the crew,

The office of Attorney General 
Ellis Arnall, the governor-e:ect, 
has been the focal point of the 
capitol crowds since the Septem- 
ber primary, but yesterday it was 
a different story.

Tosses Issue Back 
Into Talmadge’s Lap 


The State Board of Education’s textbook selection com- 
mittee yesterday tossed aside the scenario Governor Tal- 
madge had written for his exit from the Georgia school scene. 


In a 30-minute session, in which 
they were supposed to select a 
book on defense and a book on 
health for 800,000 children at a 
cost of approximately $1,500,000 
to the shuddering taxpayer, the 
members of the committee decid- 


ed to do nothing—and adjourned. |. 


Protests from citizens through- 
out the state were declared to 
have stymied the Talmadge plan 


|to saddle the Georgia common 
school system with 1,600,000 books 


no one wanted. 

The Governor, who has spent 
the last two years ripping the 
Georgia school system to shreds 
and, as a result, was voted out of 
office, had ordered the commit- 
tee to select a book on defense 
and a book on health “for every 
school child in Georgia.” He had 
given the committee 48 hours in 
which to act. 

Refusal To Act. 

The committee’s refusal to act 
yesterday tosses the whole issue 
back into the lap of Talmadge— 
and his next move is awaited with 
interest by educational circles and 
the book salesmen who had hoped 
to prosper. It was conceded yes- 
terday there would be no further 
move. Talmadge cannot force the 
purchase of the books without the 
aid of the board. 

When the committee,’ compris- 
ing Mrs. William T. Healey, of At- 
lanta; Carey G. Arnett, of Hal- 
cyondale, and J. H. Woodall, of 
Woodland, met in obedience to 
the Governor’s order, it summon- 
ed Dr. M. D. Collins, state super- 
intendent of education, and Dr. 
O. C. Aderhold, director of the 
State High School Victory Corps. 

“The schools of Georgia have 
all the books on defense they 
need right now and we are pre- 
paring to consider others that 
might be more appropriate at a 
more appropriate date,” Dr. Ader- 


| hold told the committee. 


“The schools of Georgia have all 
the health books they need—all 
the defense books they need,” said 
Dr. Collins. 

Book Salesmen. 

The hordes of book salesmen 
were on the edges of ‘their chairs 
in the corridors outside while the 
committee sat in executive ses- 
sion. Those book salesmen, pres- 
ent in the hope of some slight 
profit every time the board meets, 
were certain there was the scent 
of tax money in the air. 

Inside the committee room Dr. 
Collins was telling the committee: 

“This plan will cost $1,500,000. 

“The state has plenty of books, 
but is short on money. . . 

“T haven’t had a single demand 
from teachers, principals or su- 
perintendents for these books. 

Only Request. 

“The only request I have had 
for the purchase of these books 
has come from book salesmen.” 

The committee was advised that 
State Auditor E. B. Thrasher Jr. 
had announced that morning that 
under the present approved budg- 
et for the Department of Educa- 
tion only about $109,000 was left 
in the textbook fund for the bal- 
ance of the year. The annual al- 


‘lotment is $800,000. 


Dr. Collins told the committee: 

“Should the state now buy too 
many books the money probably 
will have to come from some other 
source and that might mean that 
the salary increase Governor Tal- 
madge has ordered for the school 
teachers cannot be maintained.” 

Talmadge had ordered the 25 per 
cent increase in teachers’ pay 
shortly after he lost in the Septem- 
ber primary. 

Thirty minutes after the session 
started the door to the room 
opened and ihe committee mem- 
bers issued forth. 


Collins Announces. 


Dr. Collins announced to the 
crowd in the hallway: 

“The committee has adjourned 
without reaching any conclusion. 
Therefore, no books will be 
bought.” 

The committee, he added, had 
set no date for reconvening. 

Collins told the book salesmen 
they might as well go home and 
not come back “for a long time’— 
at least until after Christmas. 

One book salesman plucked at 
the furred sleeve of Mrs. Healey. 

“Is that true—there’s no need to 
hang around?” he asked, in alarm. 

“It certainly is,” said Mrs. 
Healey, ‘no need at all.” 

Mrs. Healey and Woodall went 
over to the Talmadge executive 
offices to report no deal. 

What Talmadge said has not 
been learned. 

But he must have a board with 
him to act, particularly in his last 
battle with public opinion.

|read. All of our American cig- 
|arets are gone and we are trying 
| to accustom ourselves to French 
ones. They are very strong and 
‘not very tasty. 

I took a trip to Conakry and 
enjoyed it very much. My guide 
was a French interpreter.. We 
toured the town. I had lunch with 
him and his wife and I really en- 
joyed it. I returned about 7 
o’clock with a little news, but 
nothing definite. We are still wait- 
ing to hear from Dakar. ... I 
would give a month’s salary for 
some good old American. bacon 
and eggs. The French don’t be- 
lieve in eating breakfast. Most 
of the time breakfast consists of 
| bananas and coffee. Dinner and 
Supper are fair but half the time 
you cannot tell what you are eat- 
ing. I know one thing—our teeth 
are beginning to turn “dark from 
drinking this water and wine and 
eating the dark food. The beds 
are pretty bad, too. Full of bugs 
and lumpy. Our gunner, Holmes. 
has been sick from malaria for 
four days. 

May 15—Goldsmith: It wasn’t 
until today that I suddenly real- 
ized that that heavy tool box with 
magnetized metal in all probabil- 
ity deflected our compass and 
caused us to be off our course so 
much. It naturally changed my 
deviation . » . Kelley: The sun is 
killing heré because we are ‘so 
close to the Equator. You don’t 
feel the heat any more than you 
ordinarily would, but it takes a 
lot of energy out of you. We think 
we are going to Dakar in about 
three days by boat. What they 
will do to us there, I do not know. 
There is an American consul 
there, so we have some hopes. 

May 16—Goldsmith: A meal 
takes one or one-and-a-half hours. 
I guess this is done to get in 
more wine. The bread is terrible 
and full of ants and worms. Some- 
times the French remove the bugs 
and other times they just go right 
on and eat them. After a while we 
did the same. I guess I’ve con- 
sumed a few thousand ants by 
now. Bugs in the wine are just 
flavoring, it seems, and down they 
go. Oh, well, I don’t suppose a 
little moth or fly can drink very 
much.

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Why the Hurry? 

Eugene Talmadge will be governor of Geor- 
gia just for a few more days. In a couple of 
weeks he goes out of office, to be succeeded 
by Ellis Arnall, elected by the people in the last 
election. : 

On Monday Governor Talmadge ordered the 
State Board of Education to buy $1,500,000 
worth of books on health and defense, for the 
school children of Georgia. A special committee 
was named to study available books on the 
designated subjects, to report quickly. “I want 
it done in two days,” said Talmadge. 

Why the hurry? If purchase of these books 
is advisable and would be of benefit worth 
the cost to the school children, the Board of 
Education is quite capable of acting after due 
_ and proper consideration. The urgency of the 
Talmadge demand gives rise, naturally, to 
suspicion there is some other reason than the 
welfare of the children motivating the move. 
If there were not, there would be no reason 
for the attempt to hurry the action through. 

The treasury of the state of Georgia faces 
inevitable days of stringency during the coming 
year. War conditions will reduce, in 1943, reve- 
nue of the state by at least $15,000,000. That is, 
$15,000,000 which was collected as taxes this 
year, will not be collected next. 

Owing to collections the highest in state 
history, the treasury today has a surplus. That 
surplus will be needed, every penny of it, to 
maintain the solvency of the state in the diffi- 
cult days to come. It will be needed to pay the 
school teachers, to pay old age pensions and 
to maintain essential state services to the 


people. 
It is apparent, however, that Talmadge 
wishes to drain the treasury before he ends 


his term in office. It may be he is seeking to 
fulfill obligations made during or before his 
unsuccessful campaign for re-election. It may 
be he is simply striving to make things as dif- 
ficult as possible for his successor in office. 


Whatever the cause, Talmadge’s action: in- 
dicates a coldblooded unconcern about the 
school teachers, old age pensioners and others 
to whom the state is obligated. For, if he 
succeeds in this raid upon the treasury, it 
will be these who will suffer because of the 
resultant shortage of state revenue in the hard 
days ahead. 

Dr. M. D. Collins, state superintendent of 
education, elected to that office by the people, 
says the plan of mass-buying of these proposed 
health and defense books, advocated by the 
governor, would mean every child in Georgia 
will be studying the same book, whether he 
is in the first or the eleventh grade. Truly, if 
this were feasible, the millenium would be with 
us in education. 

Dr. Collins, who is in closest touch of all of- 
ficials, including the governor, with the needs 
of the schools, says this mass book purchase 
is absolutely unnecessary at this time, that it 
constitutes nothing but a $1,500,000 raid on the 
treasury for the benefit of the book publishers. 

A year ago, through a Talmadge-dominated 
board of regents, Talmadge tried to force po- 
litical control of the University System of the 
state upon the people of Georgia. They re- 
fused to accept such a condition, demonstrat- 
ing that refusal at the polls in the September 
primary. 

Now it appears he is trying, by domination 
of the State Board of Education, to take over 
all surplus in the school book fund. 

It is to be hoped the Board of Education 
will not accept his dictatorship and will refuse 
to comply with this hurry-up order to raid the 
treasury for $1,500,000, to be spent on unneeded 
books. 

If the move is worthy, there is no need for 
the rush. If it is not, the hurry order palpably 
seeks to force action without proper considera- 


tion.

That ancient axiom that it is an ill wind 
that blows nobody good is well illustrated in 
the present status of British India and the 
effect the war has had upon that great land's 
economic conditions. 

For 1942 the balance of trade between 
India and the rest of the world, including 
Britain, has been more heavily in favor of 
India than ever before. This, of course, is 
chiefly due to.the rapid development of war 
industries, munitions and war equipment of 
many types being now manufactured in India 
and shipped to practically all the various 
fighting fronts in the Near and Far East. 
Some, too, is going to Russia. 

This expansion of war industry has pro- 
vided jobs for many thousands with the result 
there is greater prosperity, less unemployment 
among the native population. 

India, of course, is furnishing many troops 
for the fighting fronts, but this does not 
constitute any strain upon the country’s finan- 
cial resources inasmuch as the Indian army, as 
always, is maintained at the expense of the 
British government. : 

Of recent years British capital has worked 
wonders in Indian development, in the build- 
ing of roads, schools and other public utili- 
ties. This capital combined with the public 
revenues of the various Indian states, ‘which 
are entirely under contrm of the native state 
legislatures, or asSemblies—India pays no 
taxes to Britain at all—has been wisely used 
to the end that natural handicaps such as 
large areas of untillable soil, deserts and 
swamps, have been reclaimed. Transportation 
systems have been built or extended. One 
outstanding result of thts improvement in In- 
dian conditions which all the world knows is 
the cessation of those formerly disastrous fam- 
ines which, until a decade or two ago, regularly 
would decimate the population in large areas. 

Of all the countries in the world it is to be 
doubted if there is any which has benefited 
so highly, at so small cost, from the war as 
has India.

Validity of Divorce 

The supreme court has ruled that a divorce 
granted in one state is valid in all others. The 
case before the court was that of two North 
Carolinans who were convicted of “bigamous 
cohabitation” after they had secured divorces 
in Nevada, which has a mere six weeks resi- 
dence requirement. The supreme court’s deci- 
sion reversed the lower court’s conviction. 

This is a step in the right direction. For, 
while it opens the door to what might easily 
be a situation in divorce law even worse than 
the present, it is one step nearer to the enact- 
ment of uniform divorce laws for all the states. 

As pointed out in a dissenting minority 
opinion, if any state’s divorces must be rec- 
ognized in all others, there is possibility of 
some state waiving all requirements, granting 
divorces on request, even by mail. Which, 
obviously, would lead to degradation of the 
marriage relationship’and encourage immor- 
ality. 

If this should come to pass, however, it 
would create an impossible situation and com- 
pel the enactment of uniform divorce laws, or 
even the adoption of a constitutional amend- 
ment making the granting of divorce a federal 
activity. 

Whatever the final outcome, the past cir- 
cumstance where a divorce granted in one 
state may not be recognized in another, has 
contributed to a complexity of legal confusions 
unfair to the principals and to all affected. 

Whatever leads to uniformity of divorce law 
is a step in the right direction.

It 

is not unusual, then, for financial 

quacks to persuade the powers to 

be to let them try their acclaimed 

panasea, known as a controlled, or 

managed, currency. Then, if this 

early and comparatively mild dos- 

age of inflation under the guise 

of cure seems to be helpful, they 

try some further inflation, on the 

specious argument that what was 

good in small doses must be better 
in larger ainounts. 


Of course, if the inflation does 
improve conditions, they 
then say it is because they didn’t 
apply enough inflation and go 
ahead with some more. In either 
event the result is the same: 
money which has lost purchasing 
power until it is practically worth- 
less. Which means a bankrupt, a 
hungry and a helpless people. 


As witness in the case against 
inflation, let’s recall a few of the 
fantastic things that happened in 
Germany after the first World 
War, when inflation ran its full 
and disastrous course in that 
country. 


It Began 
During War. 


German inflation actually be- 
gan during that first World War. 
The blockade left the Germans 
with very few goods, but war in- 
dustry had put vast amounts of 
paper money, paid out as wages, 
into circulation. While there was 
little to buy, the people had lots 
of paper money. No wonder they 
paid ridiculous prices for the 
scarce commodities, when a “black 
market” put some small quantities 
on sale. 

There was no system of govern- 
ment bonds, such as our war 
bonds, or of forced savings, to 
drain off this surplus cash. So, 
competition for the scarce goods 
raised prices higher and higher, 
made the purchasing value of the 
mark go lower and lower. 

Then, as purchasing power grew 
less, the postwar government in 
Germany began printing paper 
marks, printing even more and 
more of them, in a futile attempt 
to create a false prosperity, for- 
getting that national wealth is 
built on resources and goods, of 
which Germany had been de- 
prived by the war, and that paper 
currency means absolutely noth- 
ing without this backing.

It even reached the point where 
large German industrialists were 
permitted to themselves print the 
paper money with which they met 
their payrolls. 


Money 
As Fuel. 


People, workers, in that Ger- 
many used to carry away their 
wages in bushel baskets, or wheel- 
barrows, but all that mass of paper 
money wasn’t enough to pay the 
price for food to live upon. Prices 
were often pushed up faster, by 
the merchants, than the money 
could be devaluated to meet them. 
It was no joke, but actual fact, 
that it took all the money a man 
could carry to pay for a loaf of 
bread and for millions there was 
no bread to be bought, at any 
price. 

Housewives in Germany, lacking 
fuel for their cooking stoVes, not 
infrequently burned bundles of 
paper money. It was worth more 
as fuel than as money. 

People who had carefully saved 
all their lives awoke to find that 
the few thousands of marks they 
had accumulated in a savings bank 
were worth, by then, less than an 
American cent. A man with $10 in 
American currency had sufficient 
capital to set himself up in busi- 
ness, on good, large scale and the 
man who owed money, on an obli- 
gation made a few years earlier, 
could pay off his debt, his mort- 
gage or whatever it was, for a 
penny or two in actual value, 


That was the tragedy which 
faced Germany after the first 
World War, the tragedy which was 
responsible, in some part at least, 
for the unrest, the revolutions and 
the wildness which created Nazism 
and thus sowed the seed of this 
new war, 


There’s no sense in forcing 
prices of labor, of potatoes and 
meat, ever upwards when, by so 
doing, we start our money on that 
greased slide to worthlessness. 

It is to prevent such tragedy 
that the Office of Price Adminis- 
tration is fighting so hard to keep 
prices for all commodities at stable 
level,

He _ reveals 
that Vest served both the Confed- 
eracy and the Union as senator, 
first in Richmond representing the 
Confederate government of Mis- 
souri and for 24 years, 1879 to 
1903, in Washington.

Georgia Leads 
Rest of Nation 
In Homicides 


FightsOver‘SkinGames,’ 
Love Are Cause, 
Police Say. 


Georgia led all the states of the 
Union in the ratio of homicides in 
1941, United States Census Bu- 
reau figures released yesterday 
showed, and police officials said 
the big reasons for this “tops” for 
Georgia were fights over “skin 
games” (gambling) and loye. 

Deaths of this type numbered 
652, or 20.9 per 100,000 population. 

Atlanta has always been one of 
the leaders in the homicide rate, 
and Chief Hornsby said the same 
causes for Atlanta’s high rate ap- 
ply also to the state. 

Florida Second. 

“Our homicide rate is high be- 
cause Negroes kill so many in 
‘skin’ games,” said the chief. 
“There are a great many killed 
because of love and jealousy, too. 
Our white homicide rate is low.” 

New Hampshire had the best 
homicide record, showing only 0.8 
per 100,000 population. Florida, 


though, was right behind Georgia 
| with a ratio of 19.7 per 100,000. 
All the south central states were 
high, average 15.4 per 100,000, 
while the rate in the New England 
states was only 1.4 for the same 


Suicides Low. 

On the other hand, Georgia had 
a comparatively low suicide rate, 
showing only 229 deaths from this 
cause for a ratio of 7.3 persons 
per 100,000. The high in this 
group was Nevada where 35 sui- 
cides gave the state a ratio of 31.7. 
Alabama, with 176 suicides, was 
low at 6.2 per 100,000. 

Of 31,736 deaths in Georgia in 
1941, heart disease led other 
causes with 5,727. Other’ chief 
causes were nephritis, 3,357; can- 
cer, 4,388; tuberculosis, 2,768; 
pneumonia and influenza, 2,648. 

The statistics showed that Mis- 
sissippi was the only state in 
which Negro births exceeded 
white births in 1941. There were 
30,213 Negro births in that state 
compared with 24,157 white.

41,772 and Negro births 26,454;

Nevertheless there is something 
about the abnormal psychology of 
the dipsomaniac that I.can’t under- 
stand. Although the steady or pe- 
riodic drinker resents the sugges- 
tion, by relative, physician or 
friend, that he needs treatment of 
help to break the habit, strangely 
enough the same individual will 
react or respond kindly to the 
Same suggestion when it is offered 
by another drinker who has con- 
quered the habit. 

_I have been astonished and de- 
lighted by the many letters re- 
ceived from men and women who 
testify to the efficacy of the help 
given them by Alcoholics Anony- 
mous groups in various parts of 
the country. These groups are 
made up of men And women who 
have themselves overcome the 
habit and are ready and eager to 
extend their help to others who 
are addicts. There is no “treat- 
ment” or “cure” for sale, just the 
friendly encouragement such 
groups know so well how to give.

Many of the hotels and restau- 
rants no longer offer a whole din- 
ner for a dollar—and upwards. 
They list the courses and prices 
separately.

You know how it used to be. 
You didn’t really want dessert but 
the waiter would come along with 
a trayful of assorted carbohy- 
drates, and what a struggle you 
would have between eating the 
mocha cake and keeping your fig- 
ure! But with dessert listed at 
15 to 20 cents extra, it won’t be 
such a temptation.

Add 1-2 
cup butter and 1-2 cup cream 
cheese, working them both to- 
gether into the flour with the fin- 
gers, a pastry chopper or a fork 
until a dough is formed that Is 
crumbly but will stick together if 
firmly pressed. Let stand for 30 
minutes, turn out, shape into a 
ball and roll out to one-fourth 
inch thickness. This is usually 
used for jelly squares or small 
jelly tarts. For the squares, cut 
the pastry in four-inch squares,

What To Do With 
Parsni ps 


Young parsnips are best in fla- 
vor and the small or medium sized 
ones are preferable to very large 
ones. Scrape them, cut in quarters 
if necessary, in halves or in thick 
Slices. If the center core is hard, 
cut it out. Drop the prepared 
parsnips into boiling salted water 
and boil for about 25 minutes or 
until tender. Serve with chopped 
parsley and melted butter, or with 
a while sauce, or with tomato 
sauce and grated cheese. Boiled 
parsnips may be mashed like po- 
tatoes also. The mashed parsrips 
are fine made into cakes like po 
tato cakes and fried in the same 
way. Or you may make the mash- 
ed vegetable into small balls just 
as you would fish balls, dip them 
in beaten egg and crumbs and try 
in deep fat until crisp and brown 
Parsmip chowder is a grand cold 
weather dish—use diced parsnips, 
potatoes and onions, all cooked to- 
gether in boiling salted water to 
cover until just tender, then add 
lots of milk, a generous spot of 
butter, crumble in some hard 
crackers, reheat and serve in deep 
soup plates. 


Cooked Dressing for Cole Slaw: 
Mix 1 cup granulated sugar with 
1 teaspoon dry mustard, 1 teaspoon 
salt, 1 teaspoon paprika and I! 
tablespoon flour, 1 teaspoon Wor- 
cestershire sauce and 1-8 teaspoon 
white pepper. Beat 2 eggs and 
mix with 1 cup milk, then stir this 
into the sugar mixture. Gradually 
add 1 cup vinegar and stir con- 
stantly over a slow heat until the 
sauce is as thick as custard. Re 
move from the fire and chill be 
fore using. This will keep tf 
stored in the refrigerator in a cow 
ered jar.

Navy Reveals Amazing Record 


Set by Dixie Bomber Squadron 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 22.—(#)— 
In five weeks of operations from 
Guadalcanal airfield, a _ single 
Navy divebomber squadron at- 
tacked 88 Japanese warships and 
six transports, sinking or damag- 
ing 18 of them. 

The squadron, which has now 
been removed from the embattled 
island in the Southeastern Solo- 
mons, was commanded by Lieu- 
tenant Commander L. J. Kirn, 34- 
year-old ftormer Annapolis [foot- 
ball star known to sport fans as 
“Bullet Lou.” Of the 21 pilots 
only two are missing. Four rear 
gunners are also listed as missing. 

The missing pilots were listed 
as Ensigns Oran Newton Jr., of 
Bakersfield, Cal., and E. S. Wages 
Jr., of Lawrenceville, Ga. 

A Navy statement on the squad- 
ron’s accomplishments said today 
that it joined the forces on Guad- 
alcanal in the early fall, going in 
from the deck of an aircraft car- 
rier which had been at sea nearly 
two months. 

Five Lost Pilots Found. 

One of the squadron’s first as- 
signments was an attack on a 
Japanese naval force which in- 
cluded the carrier Ryuzio. It 
damaged the carrier so badly that 
it is officially listed as possibly 
sunk. 

Some of the attacks against en- 
emy ships were made at night, a 
hazardous type of operation. 

It is credited with destroying 
two Japanese float biplanes and 


one landbased Zero and with find- 
ing five lost pilots from other 
American units.

CHUNGKING, Dec. 22.—(#)— 
A British embassy release quoted 
a Japanese-published Hongkong 
news dispatch today as indicating 
that more than half of the 1,816 
English and Australian prisoners 
aboard a Japanese transport tor- 
pedoed and sunk October 1 went 
down with the ship. 

Nine hundred sui ivors were 
taken to Moji. in southwestern 
Japan, after tne transport was tor- 
pedoed off the coast of Chekiang 
province, the Japanese paper was 
quoted. 

This information was made 
public in connection with the 
story, which the embassy release 
recorded, of three Britons who 
escaped after the prison’ ship 
sank. 

(On October 7 the Tokyo 
radio broadcast a Domei an- 


nouncement from Shanghai 
that an American submarine 
on October 1 had sunk a 
7,152-ton Japanese vessel, de- 
scribed as the transport Lis- 
bon Maru). 


The three, Warrant Officers J. 
C. Fallace and W. C. Johnstone, 
and A. J. W. Evans, of the Brit- 
ish-American Tobaccc Company, 
said they, and British naval and 
military officers of the Hongkong 
garrison, were crammed into the 
hold of a freighter with virtually 
no sanitary accommodations while 
being transported to Japan. 

They said no special provisions 
was made for the sick, although 
many prisoners were suffering 
from dysentery, beri beri or diph- 
theria. 


The sick were placed on a steel 


deck and permitted to lie on their 

blankets with a tarpaulin to shel- 

ter them when it rained. They 

were given adequate food, but wa- 

ter for drinking purposes only, 

the escaped men declared. 
Human Cargo. 

The ship with its miserable hu- 
man cargo left Hongkong Septem- 
ber 29 and was torpedoed about 
7 a. m.on October 1. Immedi- 
ately all prisoners on deck were 
ordered back into the holds, 
where they were forced to remain 
all day without food or water. 

That night the hatch boards 
were closed and the chute cut 
down and allowed to fall on the 
prisoners below. 


The hatches were so battened 
that there was no ventilation in 
the holds. The only sanitary pro- 


vision for the 400 men in the hold 
with the three escaped men was a 
single bucket. 

After a terrible night, in which 


two men died, the tarpaulins were 
removed from the hatches and the 
prisoners managed to reach the 
deck. They found that the entire 
stern of the ship was submerged 
and appeared to be resting on the 
bottom. The bow was high out of 
the water. 
Japs Ignore Cries. 


The Japanese apparently had 
abandoned the vessel. Hundreds 
of prisoners jumped into the sea 
and started swimming toward five 
or six Japanese auxiliaries that 
were cruising slowly between them 
and the land in the distance. Some 


of those in the water were shot 


by the Japanese, the refugees 


charged. 

Suddenly the vessel sank, leav- 
ing only the crosstrees of the 
masts above water. Those prison- 


ers who could made their way 
on rafts to the Japanese ships, 
which picked up a few, but made 
no real effort to save the vast 
majority. The three survivors who 
reached China said they passed 
very close to one Japanese vessel 
but that their cries for help were 
ignored along with those of hun- 
dreds of others. 


Trio Hides. 


- After having been in the water 
for three hours, Fallacé, Johnston 
and Evans were picked up by a 
Chinese fisherman, who landed 
them on an island. Altogether, 


about 200 men reached the island, 
but the next morning a Japanese 
destroyer appeared and forced 
most of the group to surrender. 
The trio hid successfully, how- 


ever, and eventually made their 
way to Free China.
